William  Andrew  Home,  Efq; 

HOEVER  ferioufly  reflets  on  the 
many  flrange  Circumftances  attend- 
ing the  unhappy  Affair  before  us, 
muft  be  convinced  that  the  Hand 
of  Providence  has  been  very  con- 
ipicuous  in  the  Conviclion  of  this 
Criminal.  That  a  Murder  committed  on  an 
innocent  Babe,  fo  long  fince  as  the  Year  1724, 
mould  be  brought  to  Light,  the  Offender  made 
a  public  Example  of,  and  that  by  the  voluntary 
Evidence  of  an  own  Brother,  is  fo  very  extraor- 
dinary, that  we  have  fcarce  any  Precedent  of  the 
like  in  Hiftory  :  And  that  the  very  Perfons  who 
found  the  dead  Child,  and  who  ufed  their  utmoft 
Endeavours  to  refiore  it  to  Life,  Ihould,  at  this 
Diftance  of  Time,  be  ftill  living  to  corroborate 
A  the 
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the  Brother's  Evidence,  is  a  ftrong  Proof  that 
the  Almighty  had  determined  to  punifh  the  Of- 
fender in  this  World,  to  make  him  a  lafting  Mo- 
nument of  public  Shame,  and  hereby  convince 
Mankind,  that  the  Murderer  fhall  in  no  wife 
efcape  the  Funifhment  due  to  his  Crime. 

Mr.  Home's  Family  have  for  a  long  Time  re- 
sided and  enjoyed  a  pretty  Eftate  at  Bu'.terly,  in 
the  Farifn  of  Pentridge,  in  Derby/hire.  His  Fa- 
ther, who  lived  to  the  Age  of  102,  had  feveral 
Children,  and  uled  to  occupy  fome  Part  of  his 
Eftate ;  fo  that  he  was  generally  regarded  as  a 
Gentleman  Farmer. 

This  Son,  William  Andrew  Home,  was  the  el- 
deft  and  moft  favourite  Child,  but  whether  owing 
to  any  thing  more  pleafing  or  witty  the  Father 
difcovered  in  him,  than  his  other  Children,  we 
are  not  '  old  ;  yet  certain  it  is,  that  he  was  much 
preferred  before  them,  being  often  indulged 
with  a  Horfe  and  Money,  in  early  Life,  to  ram- 
ble about  the  Country  from  one  Place  of  Diver- 
fion  to  another,  while  his  Brothers  at  home  were 
made  mere  Drudges  in  the  Farm,  to  fupport  his 
Idlenefs  and  Debaucheries  abroad.  His  -Father 
was  reputed  the  beft  clafTical  Scholar  of  his  Tirie, 
in  the  County  of  Derby,  and  taught  his  Childien 
Engtilh  and  Latin  at  home  himfelf,  fo  that  Mr, 
Home  was  never  put  to  any  Grammar  School. 
It  dees  not  appear  that  he  made  any  great  Pro- 
grefs  in  Learning,  though  his  Father  took  great 
Pains  to  make  him  a  Scholar.  We  wifh  we  could 
fay  fome  Care  had  alfo  been  taken  of  his  Morals  ; 
but  of  that  very  little  can,  with  Truth,  be  of- 
fered :  Sorry,  indeed,  we  are  to  reflect  upon  the 

•  ,  and  it  were  much  to  be  defired  that  his 

Vices  could  be  expofed,  without  being  obliged 

to 
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to  name  the  Partners  of  his  Guilt ;  but  as  that 
cannot  be,  we  muft  bluih  for  him,  when  'tis  af- 
ferted,  that  not  content  with  debauching  his  Mo- 
ther's Servants,  he  added  the  abominable  Crime 

of  with  his  ******  A  young  Gentleman 

of  Fortune  paid  his  AddrerTes  to  one  of  his 
Sifters,  but  he  foon  di (covered  the  unnatural 
Commerce  between  the  Parties  ;  fo  that  the  Court - 
fhip  was  broke  ofFaimofc  as  foon  as  begun. 

Amongh:  the  various  Women  Mr.  Home  ufed 
to  frequent,  he  had  a  more  than  ordinary  Kind- 

nefs  for  ,  by  whom  he  had  feveral 

Children.    About  the  Year  1722,  this  Girl  be- 
ing then  big  with  Child  by~him,  he  was  kind 
enough  to  remove  her  privately  from  Butterly 
to  a  convenient  Place  in  Nottinghamjhire,  where 
fhe  was  well  accommodated  for  lying-in:  Whe- 
ther me  did  not  like  her  Situation,  or  could  not 
bear  to  be  thus  parted  from  her  Lover,  we  do 
not  pretend  to  fay    however  me  was  imprudent 
enough  to  return  the  next  Day  to  Butterly,  and 
as  (he  was  in  her  Way  to  Mr.  Home's,  the  ParifrV 
•  Officers  fecured  her,  that  Ihe  might  fwear  the 
Child  to  the  true  Father.    They  left  tre  Girl  all 
Night  under  the  Care  of  two  or  three  People, 
(intending  to  go  with  her  before  a  Juftice  in  the 
Morning)  with  a  ftrict  Charge  not  to  fufFer  Mr. 
Home  to  come  near  her ;  but  he  found  Means  to 
bribe  her  Keepers,  and  was  with  her  all  Night  •, 
the  Confequence  of  which  was,  the  next  Morn- 
ing fhe  fwore  the  Child  to  Mr.  Humphrey  Ellis,  of 
Jumbleftrcet,  London,  though  no  fuch  PeHbn  was 
then  exifting.    She  was  foon  after  delivered  of  a 
Female  Child,  which  lived  to  the  Age  of  fifteen 
or  fixteen,  and  then  died  of  a  lingering  Di  tem- 
per, having  for  a  long  Time  been  convulfed, 

and 
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and  at  all  Opportunities  eating  its  own  Excre- 
ments. By  this  Woman  Mr.  Home  had  another 
Girl,  who  is  now  living,  and  is  reckoned  a  pretty, 
fenfible,  well  behaved,  young  Woman.  Some 
Time  fince  a  Perfon  of  .Subftance  offered  to 
marry  and  fettle  a  Jointure  of  30/.  a  Year  upon 
her,  if  her  Father,  Mr.  Home,  could  have  been 
perfuaded  to  have  given  her  only  50  /.  but  as  he 
could  not  be  prevailed  on  to  part  with  fuch  a 
Sum,  me  loft  a  good  Hufband  by  the  Cruelty  of 
her  Father. 

The  Father  of  this  unhappy  Man  had  great 
Reafon  to  repent  of  his  ill-judged  Indulgence 
towards  his  Son,  the  latter  Part  ot  his  Life  being 
therebv  made  one  continued  Scene  of  Sorrow 
and  Affliction.  It  was  in  the  Spfirfg  of  the  Year 
1727,  that  one  of  his  Daughters  was  delivered  of 
a  fine  Boy,  which  was  prefently  conveyed  away, 
and  reported  to  be  lent  to  Nurfe,  but  a  Differ- 
ence that  happened  foon  after  between  the  two 
Brothers,  William  and  Charles,  occafioned  the 
lattcr's  acquainting  the  Father  with  the  true 
Manner  in  which  the  elder  Son  had  difpofed  of 
the  Child.  The  Father  was  furprized  to  heal- 
th at  William  infilled  on  CbarUfs  g°'ng  along 
with  him,  in  the  Dead  of  Night,  from  their  Houle 
at  Buturl),  to  carry  the  Child  in  a  Bag  to  An- 
nefley,  in  Nottingham/hire^  where  the  eldeft  Bro- 
ther laid  it  under  a  Hay- flack,  and  where  it  was 
found  dead  the  next  Morning.  The  old  Gen- 
tleman being  a  o-ood  deal  frighten'd  with  this  Re- 
lation,  infilled  on  Charles's  never  giving  the  leafc 
Hint  of  the  Affair  durii-g  his  Life-,  and  it  is 
prefumed,  in  Obedience  to  his  Father's  Com- 
mands, it  was  kept  a  profound  Secret  till  his 
Death,  which  was  in  or  about  the  Year  1747. 

Nor- 
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Notwith (landing  this  licentious  Condncl  of 
the  eldeft  Son,  the  Father  indifcreetly  left  him 
in  PofTelfion  of  all  the  Real  Eftate  ;  but  the  Per- 
fonal,  which  amounted  in  Cafh,  Ploufhold  Goods, 
and  Cattle,  to  little  more  than  100  /.  he,  by 
Deed  of  Gift,  made  fome  little  Time  before  his 
Death,  gave  to  his  Son  Charles.  The  Father 
died  upon  a  Couch  in  the  Kitchen,  and  had,  at 
the  Time  of  his  Death,  about  twelve  Guineas  in 
his  Pocket,  which  certainly  belonged  to  Charles  ^ 
but  the  elder  Brother  took  the  Cafh  out  of  his 
dead  Father's  Pocket,  and  would  not  part  with 
it  till  Charles  had  promifed  to  be  at  the  whole 
Expence  of  burying  the  old  Man  ;  which  he  did, 
and  foon  after  the  Funeral,  on  Charles's  infifting 
on  his  Right,  the  elder  Brother  turned  the 
Younger  out  of  Doors,  and  would  not  fuffer  him 
to  enjoy  even  what  the  Father  had  given  him. 

William  Andrew  Home,  by  the  Death  of  his 
Father,  was  now  become  fole  Matter  of  the 
Houfe,  in  Pofleflion  of  a  comfortable  Eftate,  and, 
no  doubt,  might  have  lived  with  fome  Degree  of 
Credit  and  Reputation  ;  but  he  was  of  fo  penu- 
rious a  Difpofition,  that,  it  is  faid,  he  never  did 
one  generous  Action  in  the  whole  Courfe  of  his 
Life.  And  it  is  really  a  ftrong  Proof  of  a  moft 
fordid  covetous  Temper,  that  tho'  he  knew  his 
Brother  Charles  was  Mafter  of  a  Secret  of  the  lad 
Importance,  yet  he  would  not  give  him  the  lead 
Amftance,  nor  would  he  beftow  a  Morfel  of 
Bread  on  his  Brother's  hungry  Children,  when 
they  went,  as  they  often  did,  to  beg  it  at  their 
Stony-hearted  Uncle's  Door. 

It  happened  a  few  Years  fince  that  Charles 
Home  was  taken  ill  of  the  Gripes,  and  was,  by 
his  poor  Neighbours,  who  vifited  him,  thought 

to 
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to  be  in  great  Danger ;  his  Pains  were  excefilvc, 
and  he  was  greatly  emaciated.    One  of  theic 
-    kind  Neighbours  went,  in  Cbirles\  Name,  to 
'Squire  would,  in  this  Extremity,  be- 
.  little  Rum  or  Gin  to  eafe  his  Brother'* 
pain's ;  but  in  vain,  he  received  for  Anfwer,  That 
he  had  none  but  what  be  bought ,  and  be  would  not 
'fart  w  ffr  a  jjrop  tbo*  to  five  bis  Brother's  Life. 

He  not  only  behaved  in  this  cruel  Manner  to- 
wards his  Brother,  but  all  the  Country  round 
him  had  Reafon  to  complain  of  his  ill  Treat- 
ment. He  would  fcarce  fufter  a  Man  (not  qua- 
lified) to  keep  a  Dog  or  a  Gun  ;  lo  that  he  was 
univerfally  feared  and  hated. 

Some  'l  ime  lince  he  threatened  Mr.  Roe  for 
killing  Game.  It  happened,  a  little  after,  that 
the  Squire  and  Roe  met  at  a  Public  Houfe-,  and, 
after  drinking  a  Pot  or  two  of  Ale,  they  enter'd 
into  Converfation  about  the  Right  of  killing 
Game;  when  Words  foon  arofe  between  them, 
and  Roe  called  the  'Squire  hceftuous  old  Dog-,  for 
which  Words  the  'Squire  profecuted  him  in  the 
Ecclefiailical  Court  at  Litchfield;  when  Mr.ivT, 
rot  being  able  to  prove  the  Charge  to  the  Satis- 
faction of  the  Court,  was  obiigjd  to  fubmit,  and 
pay  all  Charges. 

This  put  Mr.  Roe  upon  a  more  Uriel  Inquiry 
into  the  Truth  of  what  he  had  formerly  heard, 
about  the  'Squire's  having  been  the  Occafion  of 
the  Death  9T  one  of  his  own  natural  Children, 
lie  was  well  informed  that  Charles  Home  had, 
upon  iome  particular  ill  Ufage  received  from  his 
elder  Brother,  declared,  to  two  or  three  People, 
That  he  had  many  Years  before  ftarved  one  of 
his  Children  to  Death.  To  thefc  People  he  re- 
paired, and  round  trot  Charles  Home  had  a£hi- 
3  ally 
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ally  faid  fuch  Things  of  his  Brother.  Upon  this 
Mr.  Roc  made  Application  to  a  worthy  juftice  in 
Derbyshire)  for  a  Warrant  to  apprehend  Charles, 
that  the  Truth  might  come  out.  The  Warrant 
Was  granted  \  but  as  the  Juftice  who  iigned  it 
makes  it  a  Rule  to  do  public  Bu finds  on  a  Mon- 
day only,  the  Conftable  took  (  *s  Word  for 
his  Appearance  the  Monday  following. 

In  the  mean  Time  the  'Squire  beard  of  this 
Warrant's  being  ifiued  out  to  take  up  his  Brother 
Charles,  in  order  to  his  ben:;  examined  with  re- 
lation to  the  Murder  of  the  Child  :  \  le  therefore 
thought  it  prudent  to  invite  this  neglected  Bro- 
ther to  his  Houfe,  where  he  aiked  him,  If  be 
would  fwear  his  Life  away  ?  To  which  Charles  re- 
plied, /  muft  and  will  fwear  the  iruth.  The 
'Squire  faid,  There  WOfi  no  Occafoh  for  ti.J,  I  ad* 
vife  you  by  all  Means  to  for  fwcar  yourfelf%  and  I 
will  be  a  friend  to  you.  Charles  made  Anfwcr, 
If  I  do,  how  mufl  I  anfwer  to  God  for  it The 
'Squire  faid,  .Sfefl  God  A'migh/y  I  bad  you  fcrfivear 
yourjeif  to  five  my  Li;e.  To  this  Charles  would 
not  confent ;  but  faid,  Brother,  you  have  not  the 
h  aft  Reafon  to  ex  peel  any  Favour  from  me  •>  never - 
tlvlefs,  as  you  are  my  Brother,  I  am  unwilling  to 
catry  Things  to  the  utmoft  Extremity,  if  therefore 
you  will  giqt  me  Five  Pounds  to  carry  me  to  Liver- 
pool, /  will  fet  cut  immediately  for  that  Port,  ar.d 
the)  e  embark  for  another  Land  :  My  IFife  and  Chil- 
dren I  hope  you  will  take  Pity  en  whom,  if  you 
1  pall  leave  to  the  Care,  cf  Pr.vulc'icc. — 
lo  this  eaiy  Propof.il  the  'Squire  wcu'd  not  con- 
fent ;  chuiing  rather  to  run  all  Hazards,  than 
part  with  fo  trifling  a  Sum  as  Five  Pounds. 

The  Juiiices  of  Derby/hire  deeming  not  to  be 
heartily  concerned  for  die  Difcovery  of  this  dark 

and 
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and  dill  ant  Tranfa&ion,  Application  was  made, 
about  the  Middle  of  March  laft,  to  a  worthy  Ju- 
fticeof  the  Peace  in  Nottinghamjljire  5  who,  Article 
with  the  Arrociouihefs  of  the  Crime,  granted  a 
Warrant  to  apprehend  the  'Squire,  which  was 
foon  indorfed  by  Sir  John  Every,  a  worthy  Gen- 
tleman in  the  Commiffion  of  the  Peace  for  the 
County  of  Derby.  The  Warrant  was  executed 
in  the  Manner  related  in  the  Trial,  by  the  Con- 
liable  of  Annejly  and  his  Afliftants,  who  foon 
brought  the  Prifoner,  William  Andrew  Home,  Efq; 
to  be  examined  before  two  Ju dices  of  the  Peace 
in  Nottingbamfhire\  where,  after  an  Examination, 
which  laded  fome  Hours,  the  Prifoner  was 
charged  with  foch  monftrous  Crimes,  and  had  fo 
little  to  offer  in  his  Defence  before  the  Juftices, 
that  they  committed  him  to  Nottingham  Goal,  to 
take  his  Trial  at  the  AiTize.  He  had  not  been 
long  confined,  before  he  made  Application  to 
the  Court  of  King's  Bench  to  be  removed  by  tia- 
teas  Corpus,  in  order  to  be  bailed  •,  for  which 
Purpofe  he  went  in  Cuftody  of  the  Goaler  to 
London  ;  but  the  Court  denied  him  Bail  fo  he 
was  obliged  to  return  to  Nottingham  Goal,  there 
to  remain  till  the  Mimmcr  Aflize,  which  was  held 
on  Saturday  the  ioth  of  Augujl,  1759,  De'0le  the 
Lord  Chief  Baron  Parker  ;  when,  after  a  fair 
Trial,  which  lailed  near  nine  Hours,  he  was 
found  guilty  of  Murder,  and  received  Sentence 
to  be  hang'd  the  Monday  following. 

The  Evening  after  his  Trial  feveral  humane 
Gentlemen,  confidcring  that  the  Time  allowed 
him  wis  very  fliort  for  fo  great  a  Sinner  to  pre- 
pare himfelf  for  Death,  were  kind  enough  to 
wait  on  the  Judge,  to  defire  he  might  have  the 
Time  prolong'd  \  and,  upon  their  Applicarion, 
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his  Lordfhip  was  pleafed  to  refpite  the  Sentence 
a  Months  at  the  Expiration  of  whish  heobtain'd 
another  Refpite  till  further  Orders.  We  wifh 
we  could  fay  he  had  made  a  proper  Ufe  of  the 
Time  granted  him  ;  but,  alas !  it  was  too  much 
fpent  in  fruitlefs  Applications  to  Perfons  in  Power 
for  Pardon. 

It  was  with  Difficulty  that  he  was  perfuaded 
to  think  he  had  committed  a  Crime,  in  being  the 
Occafion  of  the  Death  of  an  innocent  Babe  and 
thought  it  hard,  extremely  hard,  to  be  convicted 
of  a  Fact  done  fo  many  Years  ago ;  and  its  be- 
ing proved  upon  the  fingle  Evidence,  he  faid,  of 
an  own  Brother,  made  it  doubly  hard. 

On  Saturday  the  8th  of  December,  being  afked, 
Sir,  did  not  you  hurt  your  Father,  and  abufe  him 
fome  way  or  other,  fo  as  to  hajien  his  End  ?  He  not 
only  anfwered  in  the  Negative,  but  that  he  al- 
ways did  behave  in  a  dutiful  and  obedient  Man- 
ner.— Being,  at  the  fame  Time,  further  interro- 
gated, Whether,  direElly  or  indireElly,  he  had  been 
guilty  of  murdering  one  of  his  Sifters  ?  He  protefted 

his  Innocence  on  that  Account.  Being  alfo 

afk'd,  Did  not  you  murder  one  of  your  Maid  Ser- 
vants who  was  fuppofed  to  be  pregnant,  and  bury 
her  in  your  own  Garden  ?  He  alfo  pofitively  denied 
it. — Being  further  afk'd,  But,  Sir,  did  not  you  beat  a 
poor  Man  to  fuch  a  terrible  Degree  as  to  break  b  'sArms* 
&c.  fo  that  he  died  before  he  got  out  of  your  Grounds^ 
and  all  this  o  nlyfor  a/king  an  Alms  ?  No  -  -There  was 
one  Amos  Killer,  who  was  an  Idiot,  and  belong'd 
to  Ripley  ;  and  I  remember  once,  at  Ueage-Court, 
we  heard  of  him  being  found  dead  near  Chatf- 
worth,  or  fomewhere  that  Way,  at  feveral  Miles 

Diftance  from  Ripley.  Further,  Mr.  Home, 

Had  not  you  a  Quarrel  with  a  Steaver  \  and,  in  Re- 

B  venge 
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venge  for  the  Affront ,  did  you  not  cut  the  Rope  near 
through,  in  order  to  let  him  fail  when  he  was  to  be  let 
down  into  the  Pit  \  and  the  poor  Man  accordingly 
fell)  to  the  great  Hazard  of  his  Life? — Upon  this 
laft  Queftion  being  put,  Mr.  Home  faid,  (making 
the  Querift  by  the  Hand  at  the  fame  Time) 
My  good  Friend)  I  have  always  found  you  fencer  e  and 
honeft  to  me  \  and  do  affureyoU)  as  lam  Jhortly  to 
appear  before  the  juft,  awful)  and  decifive  Tribunal) 
and  as  I  hope  for  Mercy  there)  that  all  and  every  one 
of  the  above  Reflexions-  are  abfolutely  falfe,  ground- 
lefS)  and  malicious ;  and  that  it  muft  be  them  alone 
who  propagated  fuch  FalfhoodS)  that  muft  be  an- 
fwer able  for  fuch  their  wicked  Devices,  for  God  does 
know  that  I  am  not  gully  of  the  Commijjion  of  any 
one  of  them. 

The  next  Time  the  Querift  was  admitted  to  fee 
him,  after  fome  Hours  Converfation  on  the  me- 
lancholy Affair,  Mr.  Home) with  Tears  in  his  Eyes, 
and  feemingly  much  agitated,  faid,  My  Friend) 
my  Brother  Charles  was  tried  at  Derby  about  twenty 
Tears  ago,  and  acquitted)  my  dear  Sifter  Nanny  for- 
fwearing  herfelf  at  that  'Time  to  fave  his  Life.  His 
Life,  you  fee,  was  preferved  to  hang  me ;  but  you9 11 
fee  him  ■ 

He  gave  the  following  Account  of  the  Murder 
of  the  CHILD. 

He  appealed  to  GOD,  "  That  he  had  no  Inten- 
tion that  the  Child  mould  die  :  That,  to  preferve 
its  Life,  he  put  it  into  a  Bag  lined  with  Wool,  and 
made  a  Hole  in  the  Bag  to  give  it  Air :  That 
the  Child  was  well  drefied,  and  was  defigned  as 
a  Prefent  for  the  late  Mr.  Chaworth,  of  Annejley) 
and  intended  it  to  be  laid  at  his  Door ;  but,  on 
taking  it  from  his  Brother,  and  approaching  the 
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Houfe,  the  Dogs  made  fuch  a  conftant  Barking 
that  he  durft  not  go  up  to  the  Door  for  fear  of 
a  Difcovery,  there  bting  a  little  Light  in  one  of 
the  Windows  :  That,  upon  this  Difappointment, 
he  went  back  to  fome  Dittance,  and  at  laft  de- 
termined to  lay  it  under  a  warm  Hay-flack,  in 
Hopes  of  its  being  difcovered  early  the  next 
Morning  by  the  People  who  came  to  fodder  the 
Cattle  but,  it  proving  a  frofly  Night  with  a  lit?* 
tie  Snow,  the  Child  perimed  with  Cold,,  and  was 
unfortunately  found  dead  the  next  Morning." 

Mr.  Home*  for  feveral  Days  before  his  Exe- 
cution, was  quite  refigned,  and  behaved  in  a  be- 
coming Manner.  He  told  the  worthy  Clergy- 
man who  attended  him,  That  he  forgave  all  his 
Enemies*  even  his  Brother  Charles  ;  but  that  at  the 
Day  of  Judgment*  if  God  Almighty  ficuld  aflz 
him  how  his  Brother  Charles  behaved*  he  would  not 
give  him  a  good  Character. 

Mr.  Home  was  born  on  St.  Andrew* s  Bay*  in 
the  Year  1685,  which  occafioned  his  being  bap- 
tized William  Andrew ;  and,  what  is  very  remark- 
able, he  was  executed  on  his  Birth-Day,  in  1 759  \ 
fo  that  he  was  exactly  74  Years  of  Age  the  Day 
he  died. — This  he  mentioned  feveral  Times  after 
the  Order  for  his  Execution  was  figned  *  and 
faid,  He  always  ufed  to  have  a  Plumb  Pudding 
on  his  Birth-Day,  and  would  again,  could  he  ob- 
tain another  Refpite. 
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The  TRIALS  William  Andrew  Horne, 
Efp  for  MURDER, 

Saturday,  Augufl  10,  1759, 

TH  E  Court  being  met  at  Six  o'Clock  in  the 
Morning,  (the  Bill  of  Indictment  having 
been  found  the  Evening  before,  by  the  Grand 
jury  for  the  County  of  Nottingham)  the  Prifoner, 
William  Andrew  Horne,  Efq;  was  fet  to  the  Bar, 
and  the  Clerk  read  the  Indictment. 

NctJh"r£eham~  X^THE  Jurors  for  our  Lord  the  King,

And 
the  fame  Male  Infant  Child \  jo  put,  placed,  and  con- 
fined, in  the  jaid  Bag,  he  the  jaid  William  A  ndrew 
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Home,  then  and  there  felon  ioujly,  wilfully,  and  of 
his  Malice  aforethought,  into  a  certain  Field  and 
open  Ground  there,  at  the  Parifh  of  AnneHey  afore- 
faid, in  the  County  0/ Nottingham  aforefaid,feloni- 
oujly,  wilfully,  and  of  his  Malice  aforethought,  did 
convey  and  carry ;  and  the  fame  Male  Infant  Child, 
fo  confined  in  the  faid  Bag,  did  then  and  there  feloni- 
oujly,  wilfully,  and  of  his  Malice  aforethought,  leave, 
expofe,  and  de fieri-,  by  Reafon  and  Means  of  which 
Confining,  Conveying,  and  Carrying,  Leaving,  Expo- 
fing,  and  Defer  ting  the  faid  Male  Infant  Child,  by  the 
faid  Wiliiam  Andrew  Home,  in  the  Manner  afore- 
faid,  the  faid  Male  Infant  Child,  at  the  Parift  of 
Annefley  afGrefaid,  in  the  County  of  Nottingham 
aforefaid,  died.  And  fib. the  Jurors  aforefaid,  upon 
their  Oath  aforefaid,  do  fay,  That  the  faid  William 
Andrew  Home,  him  the  faid  Male  Infant  Child,  in 
Manner  and  Form  aforefaid,  felonioufily,  wilfully,  and 
of  his  Malice  aforethought,  did  kill  and  mw,  der,  a- 
gainfi  the  Peace  of  our  faid  late  Lord  the  King,  his 
Crown  and  Dignity. 

Clerk. —  What  fayeft  thou,  William  Andrew 
Home,  art  thou  guilty  of  this  Indictment,  or  not 
guilty  ? 

Prifoner. —  Not  guilty. 

Clerk. —  Culprit,  How  wilt  thou  be  tried  ? 

Prifioner. —  By  God  and  my  Country, 

Clerk. — God  fend  Lhee  a  good  1  cliverance.

Clerk. — Mr.  Home,  hold  up  your  Hand 
tlemen  of  the  Jury,  look  upon  the  Pn  v 
that  are  fworn,  and  hearken  to  his  Cnarge. 

\f£he  Indiclment  read.~\  Upon  this  inc.1-  ^ent 
he  has  been  arraigned,  and  upon  this  _■  i- 
ment  pleaded  Not  Guilty  -3  and,  for  his  1 1 .  at 
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himfelf  upon  God  and  his  Country,  of  which 
Country  you  are  :  Your  Charge,  therefore,  is  to  ^ 
enquire,  whether  he  is  guilty  or  not  guilty,  and 
hear  your  Evidence. 

Charles  Home  fv/orn. — <c  I  am  a  younger  Bro- 
ther of  the  Prifoner's.    We  lived  together  at  my 
Father's  Houfe  at  Bultcrky^  in  the  County  of 
Bo  by.    In  the  Middle  of  February ,  in  the  Year 
1724,  being  then  in  one  of  the  Rooms,  my  Bro- 
ther William  came  to  me,  at  Ten  o'Clock  at, 
Night,  and  faid  ,  I  muft  take  a  Ride  with  him 
that  Night.    He  took  a  Male  Child  out  of  the  ' 
I    .iicn  Chamber,  which  was  only  three  Days v 
old.    We  went  to  the  Stable  in  the  Fold  Yard, 
and  I  mounted  a  Hode  called  Robin-,  the  Pri- 
foner  rode  a  little  Bay  Mare.    The  Child  was 
put  into  a  long  Linen  Bag,  like  unto  a^  Cock- 
Bag.    I  held  the  Bag,  and  my  Brother  put  the 
Child  in,   and  I  tied  up  the  Bag.    Wre  went 
flreight  to  Annejley\  which  is  five  computed  Miles 
from  Butterley,  and  is  in  this  County.    My  Bro- 
ther and  I  carried  the  Child  by  Turns.  When 
we  came  near  Annejley  my  Brother,  the  Prifoner, 
alighted  from  his.  Mare,  and  afked  me  if  the 
Child  was  alive  ;  on  which  I  put  my  Face  to  the 
Child's  Face,  and  faid  it  was  alive  :   Fie  then 
took  it  from  me,  in  the  Bag,  and  left  me,  after 
bidding  me  flay  in  the  Lane  till  he  returned.  In 
about  a  Quarter  of  an  Flour  he  came  back.  On 
my  ailving  what  he  had  done  with  the  Child,  he 
faid  he  had  laid  it  by  a  Hay- (lack,  and  covered 
it  with  Hay.    My  Father  was  then  living,  but 
did  not  know  of  it  till  fome  Time  after  but, 
when  de  did,  he  charged  me  not  to  fpeak  of  it. 
In  about  three  or  four  Days  after  we  returned 
from  Annejley  *  Benjamin  Jack/on  called  to  me  in 
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the  Yard,  and  told  me  there  was  ftrange  News 
at  Annejley ;  that  a  Child  was  found  there  under 
a  Hay-flack,  and  thrown  over  a  Hedge  with  a 
Fork  •,  that  a  Man  went  to  fodder  his  Cattle,  and 
had  run  his  Fork  into  the  Bag.  1  ihould  have 
made  a  public  Difcovery  of  this  much  fooner,  if 
my  Father  had  not  injoined  Secrecy ;  but  I  told 
it,  feme  Time  before  my  Father's  Death,  to  one 
John  Kelfell.  I  alfo  went  to  Mr.  Cook,  of  Derby* 
and  told  him  this  Affair,  and  Mr.  Cook  advifed 
me  to  go  to  Mr.  Juftice.  Gijborne :  I  did,  but 
Mr.  Gijborne  faid  I  had  better  be  quiet,  as  it  was 
of  a  long  Standing,  and  might  hang  half  the  Fa- 
mily. Mr.  Cook  alfo  faid  a  Difcovery  of  this  Sort 
might  injure  my  Brothers  abroad.  About  the 
fame  Time  I  told  it  to  one  Septimus  Riley,  a  Te- 
nant of  my  Brother's ;  and  told  it  Mr.  John  Cooper* 
of  Ripley,  as  I  came  back  from  Derby,  About 
four  Years  ago,  being  then  very  ill,  T  fent  for 
Mr.  John  White,  of  Ripley,  and  told  him  of  it, 
and  defired  he  would  advife  me  what  to  do. 
Mr.  White  faid  it  was  a  nice  Affair,  and  he  could 
not  tell  how  to  advife.  I  had  for  a  long  Time 
been  very  uneafy  in  my  Mind  but,  upon  mak- 
ing thefe  Difcoveries,  I  found  myfelf  much 
better  both  in  Body  and  Mind.  About  laft 
Chriftmas  Mr.  Hallows  granted  a  Warrant  to 
take  me  up,  in  order  to  be  examined  about  the 
Death  of  the  Child.  My  Brother  hearing  of 
this,  fent  one  Walker  to  know  who  had  granted 
the  Warrant,  and  to  tell  me  they  could  not  force 
me  to  fwear  againft  the  Prifoner,  if  I  had  no  In- 
clination fo  to  do.  I  told  my  Father  of  the 
Murder  not  long  after  it  was  done,  and  he  in- 
filled that  I  mould  never  fpeak  of  it.  Says  he, 
Charles,  ij  thou  Jhould'Jl  declare  this,  when  thou  art 
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dead  the  People  will  walk  over  thy  Grave  and  fay9 
Here  lies  the  Man  who  hanged  his  Brother,  I  live 
by  the  Gate  going  down  to  my  Brother's  Houfe. 
1  ufed  frequently  to  open  the  Gate  for  him,  and 
pull  off  my  Hat  to  him,  and  yet  he  would  not 
fpeak  to  me, 

Thomas Umb. — "  I  live  at  Annejley  in  this  County. 
I  well  remember  that  John  Wooton  came  to  my 
Houfe  one  Morning  about  the  Middle  of  Febtu- 
ary\  1724,  and  told  me  he  had  found  a  Bag  with 
fomething  in  it,  as  he  was  foddering  his  Cattle 
at  John  Geljhope's  Hay-ftack,  near  my  Houfe  ; 
and  he  faid  he  had  put  it  over  into  my  Croft. 
Upon  this  I  went  with  him  to  fee  what  it  was, 
and  we  opened  the  Bag  and  found  a  dead  Male 
Child  in  it.  We  took  the  Child  to  my  Houfe, 
and  my  Wife  took  the  Child  out  of  the  Bag  to 
fee  if  there  was  any  Life  in  it ;  but  the  poor  Child 
was  quite  cold  and  dead.  I  remember  I  was  ex- 
amined by  the  Coroner,  but  cannot,  at  this  Dif- 
tance  of  Time,  recollect  what  Verdict  the  Jury 
gave  in.  I  am  certain  it  was  a  Male  and  fine 
Child,  and  my  Wife  faid  it  was  four  Days  old." 

John  IVeightman. — "  I  have  lived  at  Annejley 
above  forty  Years.  About  the  Middle  of  Fe- 
bruary^ in  the  Year  1  724,  a  Child  was  found  in  a 
Linen  Bag,  laid  under  a  Hay-ftack,  belonging  to 
John  Ge'ljlrope,  of  Annejley  :  John  IVotton  threw 
it  over  the  Hedge  with  his  Fork,  but  the  Child 
was  quite  dead,  and  was  a  fine  Male  Child.  There 
were  no  Marks  of  Violence  upon  it,  nor  any 
Bruife.  I  examined  it  all  over :  it  was  a  fine 
Boy,  and  I  am  of  Opinion  it  was  ftarved  to  Death 
by  being  left  all  Night  in  the  Cold." 

Mary 
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Mary  Ha!!.—"  I  have  lived  at  .1;:::cfry  a  great 
many  Years.  I  was  at-  Thomas  Limb's  Houle 
when  the  Child  was  found  in  a  Bag  under  the 
Ilay-Piack,  on  Mrirtte^tffyy,  in  the  Year  *  7^. 
"Thomas  Limb's  Wite  rook  the  Babe  out  or  the 
Bag  ;  ihe  held  it  to  trie  Fire,  and  rubbed  and 
chafed  it  all  over  with  her  Hands  to  bring  it  to 
Lite  again,  tho'  to  no  Purpofe,  for  it  was  quite 
cold,  a.  id,  to  all  Appearance,  it  was  killed  by  be- 
ing expoled  to  the  Weather.  It  was  a  fine  Male 
Child,  and  Itemed  to  be  about  two  or  three 
Days  old.* 

John  Topham. — "  About  fifteen  Years  ago  I  and 
one  Kdm.  Kdfall  went  to  Battedy.    Charles  llorne^ 
Broi&er  to  the  .Yiloner,  then  lived  there.  We 
wanted  to  l'peak  to  Charles,  and  found  him  in  the 
Stable  :  Me  looked  very  forrowful.    I  afked  him 
What  was  the  Matter?  He  faid,  He  and  his  Bro- 
ther hid  h  id  for,; e  U  Wi.    Says  I,  He  does  not  ufe 
y,u  w  Hi    He  replied,       \mw  that  which  w  raid 
hang  his  Brother,  an.; yet  he  ufes  me  thus.    I  then 
aiked  hira,  What  it  was  ?  He  told  me,  That  his 
Broiler  the  I  ri  loner,  had,  above  twenty  Years  ago, 
nra  dcred  a  Child,  a*;d  left  it  at  Annefhy.  Keljall 
was  prelenc  during  this  Converfat;on,  and  he  and 
I  went  the  next  :\  aning  to  Arineftey^  t >  enquire  of 
the  .Neighbourhood  rl.ere  if  any  luch  Child  had 
ever  been  found  ;  and  we  v. ere  informed  by  fe- 
veral  reopb,  partfe&terfy  a  Landlady,  that,  about' 
twenty     ear*  brfore,  liich  a  Child  was  found  in 
a  Clole  at  /bwtflef*    Three  or  four  Years  after 
this  |  told  the  rYil  >n-:rof  it :.  He  made  no  Reply, 
but  j,..ve  me  ill  Language,  and  never  invited  me 
to  his  I  ibufe  after." 

C  C  \c — "  I  am  an  Attorney,  and  live  at 
Derby.    About  eight,  ten,  or  it  may  be  eleven

Years  ago,  a  Perfon,  whole  Name  was  Hornc7 
came  ro  me  about  fome  Pari  Hi  Bufinefs.  After 
the  Bufinefs  was  over,  he  de fired  to  advife  with 
me  upon  another  Affair.  He  then  told  me, 
That  his  Brother  got  his  Sifter  with  Child,  and 
had  murdered  the  Child,  i  afked  him,  How  he 
came  to  conceal  it?  I  do  not  recoiled  what  Anfwer 
he  gave.  1  then  advifed  him  to  go  to  a  Magl- 
ftrate,  and  make  a  full  Difcovery  of  the  Matter." 

John  Cooper. — cc  As  I  was  going  to  Derby \  about 
twelve  or  thirteen  Years  ago,  I  fell  into  Compa- 
ny with  Charles  Home:  He  faid  he  was  then  going 
to  Derby  to  give  Evidence  againft  his  Brother  for 
murdering  a  Child  about  twenty  Years  ago,  and 
leaving  it  at  Annefiey.  I  have  feveral  Times  fince 
heard  Charles  Home  give  an  Account  of  the 
fame." 

John  Wood.—"  Six  or  feven  Years  fince,  Charles 
Home  told  me  his  Brother,  the  Prifoner,  had 
murdered  a  Child,  and  that  it  was  a  great  Bur- 
den upon  his  Confcience.  I  advifed  him  by  all 
Means  to  difclofe  the  Affair,  and  unburden  his 
Confcience.  He  faid  it  was  then  more  than 
twenty- five  Years  fince  the  Fact  was  done,  and 
that  his  Brother  would  never  do  any  Thins;  for 
him." 

John  White.— ^  About  five  Years  CmcQ,Charles 
Home,  being  very  ill  of  a  Flux,  lent  for  me,  I 
found  him  in  a  very  poor  Condition,  lying  upon 
the  Floor,  having  only  a  loofe  Cloth  under  him. 
He  faid,  Mr.  White,  I  am  a  dying  Man,  and  catft 
go  out  of  the  World  without  difclofmg  my  Mind  to 
you.  He  then  told  me  that  he  and  his  Brother, 
the  Prifoner,  had  carried  a  Babe  to  Annefiey,  and 
there  left  it  to  perifh  with  Hunger  and  Cold.  I 
told  him  I  was  forry  to  hear  fuch  an  Account »

that  it  was  very  hard  he  mould  !fe  in  that  miiera- 
ble  Condition ;  and  advifed  him  to  put  his  Trulfc 
in  God 9  end  he  would  reward  him  hereafter, 
i  gave  him  Six-pence  and  left  him.  In  three  or 
four  Days  after  I  had  left  him  he  recovered  fur- 
prizing]  y  ,  I  faw  him  again,  and  alked  what  had 
occafioned  fo  fpeedy  a  Recovery  •,  Ke  faid,  afcer 
he  had  difclofed  his  Mind  to  me,  he  found  his 
Mind  much  eafier,  and  attributed  his  Recovery 
to  that.  He  then  advifed  with  me  what  he  fhould 
do  further.  1  told  him  it  was  a  nice  Point,  and  I 
could  not  tell  how  to  advife  him." 

John  Weightman. — "  I  am  Conftable  of  Pent- 
ridge.  A  Warrant  was  granted,  by  'Squire  H al- 
low to  take  up  Charles  Home*  to  oblige  him  to 
make  a  full  Difcovery  of  the  Murder  of  the  Child. 
This  was  about  fix  or  feven  Months  fince." 

John  Walker. — "  Some  Time  laft  Christmas 
Mr.  Home*  the  Prifoner  at  the  Bar,  told  me  he 
had  been  informed  that  a  Warrant  had  been 
made  out  to  take  up  his  Brother  Charles*  in  or- 
der to  be  examin'd  about  the  Murder  of  a  Child. 
By  his  Defire  I  went  to  Charles  to  know  where 
the  W arrant  came  from,  and  I  offered  Charles 
Money  to  make  the  two  Brothers  Friends.  He 
bid  me  tell  Charles  they  could  not  make  him 
fwear  what  he  knew  againft  his  Inclination.  The 
Prifoner  faid  to  me,  IVhat*  would  they  tear  my 
Sijters  out  of  their  Graves  for  a  Thing  done  thirty 
Tears  ago?  'Tell  Charles  be  can't  hang  me  without 
banging  him/elf*  and  that  if  he  behaves  properly  1 
will  be  a  Friend  to  him.  The  Prifoner  never  de- 
nied the  Fact  to  me,  or  faid  he  was  innocent  of 
the  Murder." 

Henry  Coltman. — <c  Some  Time  in  Cbriftmaslzflc 
the  Prifoner,  Mr.  Home*  fent  me  to  his  Brother 
C  2  Charles 
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Charles  Horne,  to  hear  what  was  faid  on  Mr,  Hal- 
lows' s  having  granted  a  Warrant.  Charles  faid, 
That  when  they  took  the  Child  to  Annefley  he  rode 
upon  Robin,  apd  bis  Brother,  the  'Squire,  on  a  little 
Lay  Mare.  When  I  told  the  Prifoner  this,  he 
cried,  in  a  1  et,  A  damtfd  Rogue,  what  Occafion 
had  he  to  tell  that,  when  Roe  fetched  the  Warrant. 
"That  it  was  Malice,  it  being  done  between  thirty  and 
forty  2 ears  fince.  He  will  hang  bimfelf  as  well  as 
me." 

Samuel  Smith.—"  About  laft  Chrilmas  the  Pri- 
foner fent  for  me  to  know  if  I  could  tell  what 
was  in  the  Warrant  which  was  granted  to  take 
up  his  Brother  Charles,  He  faid  it  was  Malice  m 
hoe  and  Charles  to  extort  Money  from  him." 

John  Turner.—"  I  am  Conrlable  of  Anne/ley. 
A  Warrant  having  been  granted  to  take  up  the 
Prifoner,  I  was  ordered,  with  proper  Affiflants, 
to  execute  it.  This  was  done  when  the  A&m 
was  held  laft  at  Derby.  About  Eight  o'Clock  at 
Might  we  went  to  the  Prifoner's  rioufe  at  lat- 
terly;  X  knocked  at  die  Door,  but  was  refufed 
Admittance.  I  then  left  Jofeph  Smith,  S^miel 
Roe,  and  Samuel  Wbite,  to  guard  the  Houfe.  I 
went  again  early  the  next  Morning,  knocked  at 
the  Door,  and  was  told,  by  one  of  the  Maids, 
Mr.  Home  was  gone  out.  We  infifted  he  was  in 
the  Houfe,  and  threatened  to  break  the  Door  ; 
upon  this  they  let  us  in.  We  fearched  all  over 
the  Houfe,  but  could  not  find  him.  Samuel  Roe 
infifted  upon  our  making  a  fecond  Search.  In 
one  of  the  Rooms  there  was  a  large  Box ;  we  de- 
termined to  know  what  was  in  it.  Mrs.  Home, 
the  Prifoner's  Wife,  faid,  It  contained  nothing  but 
her  beft  Linen.  Roe  would  look  into  it,  and  of- 
fered to  break  the  Lid  5  then  Mrs.  Home  open'd 
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die  Cheft,  and  Mr.  Home,  the  Prifoner,  Halted 
up  in  a  Fright  without  his  Hat  and  Wig." 

Samuel  Roe. — "  I  was  an  Affiftant  to  the  Con- 
flable,  when  we  went  to  take  Mr.  Home,  which 
was  in  the  Evening  about  Eight  o'clock.  We 
were  denied  Admittance  into  the  Houfe  that 
Night,  but  Mrs.  Home  promifed  us  that  Mr. 
Heme,  the  Prifoner,  mould  be  forthcoming  in 
the  Morning.  We  did  not  care  to  truft  to  that, 
but  watched  all  Night  and  in  the  Morning, 
after  threatening  to  break  the  Door  with  an  Iron 
Crow,  they  let  us  in.  We  fearched  every  Room 
and  PaiTage  in  the  Houfe  very  carefully  to  no 
Purpofe  ;  at  lad  I  fixed  my  Eye  upon  a  large 
old  Chetl  in  one  of  the  Rooms,  in  which  Mrs. 
I i erne  laid,  There  was  nothing  but  Table- Linen  and 
Sheets-,  but  infilled  upon  looking  into  it,  and  was 
i  delved  it  mould  be  broke  open.  She  then  un- 
locked theCheft,  and  Mr.  Home  came  out  of  it, 
fhaked  me  by  the  Eland,  and  faid,  //  was  a  fad 
Thing  to  hang  him,  for  his  Brother  Charles  was  as 
bad  as  himfelf-,  and  he  can't  hang  me  without  hang- 
ing himfelf.  Some  little  Time  after  this,  the  Pri- 
foner being  in  the  Parlour,  he  turned  himfelf  to- 
wards the  Wall,  and  laid,  Damn  the  Cock-Bag'3

J  Am  accufed  of  a  Crime  I  know  nothing  of,    I  am 
profecuted  malic;  oujly  by  Perfons  who  want  my 
Lj  :c  cud  Eft  ate.    cl  he  reft  I  leave  to  my  tounfel 
and  the  Witnejjes. 

IVilliam  Daykyne  fworn. — "  I  know  the  Prifon- 
er, and  I  know  his  Brother  Charles  the  Profecu- 
tor.   Being  at  Ripley  fome  Time  ago  with  Charles 
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Home,  he  told  me,  If  the  Prifoner  was  hit  hanged 
cut  of  the  Way  he  fhould  have  the  Eftate  ;  for  his 
elder  Brother  was  63  Tears  of  /?geD  and  his  other 
Brother  very  fickly.  Charles  faid,  That  he  wifhed 
every  Tongue  might  rot  out  that  fpoke  a  Word  in  Fa- 
vour <sf  the  Prifner  ;  and  thai  he  profecuted  hips 
mi  of  Spight  and  Malice. 

Robert  Ivhorg.  —  "  About  two  Months  .ago,, 
talking  with  Charles  Home  about  the  Prifoner,  he 
laid,  If  the  Prifoner  would  kU  give  him  foineihi?:g 
out  kfi  the  Eslate,  and  let  it  go  in  the  right  Line? 
he  would  hang  him  right  cr  wrong.  He  laid,  He 
fhould  get  nothing  fas  Life,  but  fhould  by  his  Death  ; 
for  Roe  had  given  him  a  Bond  for  a  Sum  of  Money, 
if  he  hanged  him,  which  he  fhouli  he  paid,  he  fides 
ihe  Money  he  jhould get  out  of  the  Tr % ifury." 

Sarah  Eyre.  — I  know  bct\\  the  -  ri loner  and 
his  Brother  Charles  :  Charles  told  me,  That  'he  Pri- 
foner had  firove  all  he  could  to  take  his  Bread  away, 
and  that  hezvou/d fay  and fw  ear  any  Thing  to  hang  him, 
1  faid,  God  will  never  forgive  yon  :  He  faid,  Thou 
FccU  the  D.'vil  has  as  much  Power  over  me  as  he 
ean  have,  Ke  faid,  The  Eftate  would  come  to  his 
Brothers,  and  he fooull  have  it  after,  when  he  fhould 
have  it  in  his  Power  to  he  k'rnd  to  his  Women.  He 
threatened  to  mob  me  if  I  came  to  the  Affile  to 
give  Evidence  m  Favour- of  his  Brother." 

Anne  Stafford. — c*  I  know  the  Prifoner,  and  liv'd 
under  him.  Charles  Borne  was  at  my  Houfe,  not 
a  great  .while  fmce,  where  he  faid,  Twifh  Somebody 
would  lie  in  the  Gcfs  and  fhoct  my  Brother,  meaning 
the  .Prifoner ;  thai  he  would  do  it  himfdf  if  it  was 
rot  for  the  Law,  for  after  Ms  Death  he  ftoould  come 
in  for  the  Eftate.  Some  Time  after  the  Prifoner 
was  fent  to  Gaol,  Charles  talked  with  me  again, 
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and  gave  me  a  Shilling,  faying,  He  hoped  I 
jhould  not  appear  againft  him**  1 

John  Buxton.—"  i  he  24th  of  Mar  eh  lad:  I 
was  at  Charles  Homeh  Houfe.  He  fells  Ale  at  a 
little  Cottage  in  Pentridge  Parilh.  He  there  told 
me,  He  Jhould  not  have  profecuted  his  Brother  if  he 
had  not  been  put  on.  I  afked  him  how  long  it  was 
fmce  the  Child  was  found  at  Annejley  :  he  faid.  He 
could  not  tell  to  ten  Years.  He  declared  to  me 
another  Time,  That  he  did  not  want  to  hang  the 
Prifoner,  tho9  he  had  cheated  him  of  his  Fortune?  if 
be  would  but  give  him  the  Money  he  had  had  of  the 
Parifc,  and  put  him  in  a  better  Way  of  Living ;  or  if 
be  would  have  lent  him  a  Couple  of  Guineas,  when  he 
fent  to  borrow  them,  he  would  not  have  been  in  Gaol 
"then" 

William  Rimmingi  on. — **  I  heard  Charles  Heme 
lay,  a  Year  ago,  in  a  Publick  Houfe  at  Pentridge, 
T hat  it  is  a  hard  Thing  for  one  Brother  to  be  a  Gen- 
tleman^ and  another  a  Beggary  and  that  if the 5 Squire 
his  Brother  would  no!  allow  him  a  Maintenance^  he 
would  f wear  his  Life  away?* 

Anne  Home. — I  am  a  diftant  Relation  of  the 
Prjfoners.  I  lived  in  London  \  but  about  fix  or 
eight  Months  fince  Mr.  Home  fent  me  an  Invi- 
tation to  come  and  live  with  his  Family  at  But- 
terly-Hall,  as  a  Servant  or  Companion  to  Mrs. 
Home.  I  have  known  Charles  Home  about  fix 
Months.  As  I  was  going  to  Ripley  about  two 
Months  fince,  at  the  Bottom  of  my  Matter's  Clofe 
I  met  Charles  Home  :  He  afked,  Why  I  would  not 
/peak  to'  him  •,  I  told  him  I  had  no  further  QojetJ'wn 
than  tbeillUfage  he  had  given  my  M after.  He  re- 
plied, Mai  my  Brother  William  given  me  a  Sum  of 
Money,  I  Jhould  not  have  fwom  againft  him .  He  faid 
his  Poverty  obliged  him  to  fwear.  Some  Time  after 
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this  he  called  me  to  his  Houfe,  and  afked  me 
If  I  had  a  mind  to  make  it  up,  bid  me  inform  my 
Mafter,  that  if  he  would  give  him  a  Sum  of  Money 
he  would  go  off.  The  Man  that  fetched  me  over 
to  Charles's  Houfe  was  Henry  Coltman.  They  were 
very  civil  to  me ;  Coltman  laid  his  Hand  upon  my 
Knee,  and  faid,  Come,  be  a  good  Girl,  let  us  make 
up  the  Ajfair,  and  we  will  get  thee  a  Hufband  in  this 
Country.  I  never  fent  any  Account  of  this  to 
my  Mafter,  for  1  was  fure  he  \vould  give  no 
Money,  as  he  did  not  fear  what  Charles  could  do 
or  fay  :  For  the  Night  before  the  Warrant  was 
executed,  one  of  the  Smiths  came  and  told  my 
Mafter,  there  certainly  was  a  Warrant  out  again  ft 
him,  yet  he  never  in  the  leaft  offered  to  get  away. 
My  Mafter  put  on  his  Great  Coat  when  they  befet 
the  Houfe,  and  would  have  gone  out  to  fpeak 
to  them  in  the  Yard,  but  my  Miitrefs  laid  her 
Arms  about  his  Neck,  and  would  not  let  him 
go.  After  this  Charles  Home  and  others  threat- 
ened, that  if  I  came  to  the  Arlize  to  fwear  for 
my  Mafter,  I  mould  be  cuck'd,  duck'd,  and 
otherwife  abufed,  fo  that  I  was  in  fear  of  my 
Life  almoft." 

Henry  Coltman. — "  I  did  not  fetch  Anne  Home 
to  Charles  Horned.  I  recollect  I  did  go  with  her 
to  the  Ale- houfe  which  Charles  kept  5  but  I  was 
not  defircd  to  fetch  her  in.  I  laid,  indeed,  my 
Hand  on  her  Knee,  and  faid,  Come,  let  us  make 
aH  Things  agreeeble,  and  Iwill  get  you  a  Hufband  ; 
but  there  was  no  fuch  Dilcourfe  as  fhe  fpeaks 
of,  that  I  heard,  about  Charles's  proposing  the 
taking  Money  of  the  Prifoner  to  go  off." 

Anne  Home  called  again — "  1  am  very  pofi- 
tive  that,  at  the  Time  I  was  at  Charles  Home's 
Houfe,  he  did  fay,  If  my  Mafter  would  give  him  a 
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Sum  of  Money  he  would  go  &ff9  cr  be  would  not 
profecute  him?* 

Mr.  Samuel  Fletcher. — cc  I  being  at  "Derby  the 
lad  Aflize,  heard  that  a  Warrant  was  certainly 
granted  in  Nottinghamjhire  to  take  up  the  Pri- 
foner ;  being  acquainted  with  him,  I  wrote  a  Let- 
ter to  give  him  early  Notice  of  what  was  doing, 
and  fent  it  by  his  Tenant  Riley  ^  who,  1  fuppofe, 
delivered  it  in  good  Time  for  Mr.  Home  to  have 
got  away,  if  he  had  known  himfelf  guilty.  As 
to  the  Profecutor,  Charles  Home,  I  can  fay  no 
Good  at  all  of  him." 

A  few  more  WitnefTes  were  examined  on  the 
Prifoner's  Defence,  who  only  depofed  to  Charles 
Home's  having,  at  different  Times,  threatened 
the  Prifoner's  Life,  and  declaring  that  he  wanted 
the  Eftate  but  none  had  any  Thing  to  fay  in 
relation  to  the  Fact. 

The  Judge  fummed  up  the  whole  Evidence,  for 
and  againft  the  Priibner,  with  the  greater!  Im- 
partiality ;  when  the  jury,  after  having  been  out 
of  Court  half  an  Hour,  brought  the  Prildher  in 
Guilty. 

Immediately  after  the  Judge  pronounced  Sen- 
tence of  Death.  He  was  executed  on  the  nth 
of  December ,  and  his  Body  given  to  the  Surgeons 
for  DifTeCtion. 

K  P.  S.  NotwitManding  Mr.  Home's  Denial  of 
the  above  Crimes,  it  is  very  certain  that,  in  a 
Paper  he  wrote  with  his  own  Hand,  (and  which 
was  alterwardsdeftroyed)  heexprelTed  great  Con- 
cern tor  his  being  the  Occafion,  fome  Way  or 
other,  of  the  Murder  of  a  Servant  Girl  who  was 
with  Child  by  him  5  and  alfo,  that  he  broke  A- 
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tnos  Killer's  Arms,  with  a  violent  Blow  from  a, 
thick  Stick,  which  occafioned  the  poor  Fellow's 
Death  ;  he  likewife  confefled  to  the  Reverend 
Divine  who  attended  him,  that  he  ufed  to  lye  with 
his  own 'Sifters.
